ers will not pay cash for harvest- 
ing help. The state will take 30 
per cent of the crop. The remain- 
ing 70 per cent, plus the fodder, 
would be kept by the farmer, It 
seems that this use of convict 
labor on a share-cropping basis 
has been a custom of some years 
—a curious anachronism for this 
industrial age. 


Some 50 to 75 part-time jobs are 
involved. One senses a bit of 
embarrassment on the part of the 
Department of Institutions. It ex- 
plained that even though the area 
was classified, as one with sub- 
stantial unemployment, the farm- 
ers had written they couldn’t hire 
corn-pickers. It was pointed out 
that the Virginia farmers involved 
are hard pressed. The farms are 
small, averaging from 10 to 35 
acres in corn. The operators were 
described as “having difficulty in 
keeping above water financially. 


This probably is the real ex- 
planation. The convict labor can 
be had for a share of the crop. 
No money will be required. 


Moral Problem 


This poses a moral problem for 
Virginia, but it also reveals a 
problem which is of real concern 
to the Department of Labor. 
There is substantial unemploy- 
ment in the nation today. Every 
year a larger number of persons 
come into the work force. They 
can be calculated with statistical 
accuracy. 


But there are about two million 
others who are expected to come 
into the competition for jobs dur- 
ing the decade of the 1960's. And 
they can't be “seen.’” They will 
come from the sort of farms in- 
volved in Virginia’s convict labor 
story. 

There are in the United States 
today about two million farms 
which gross $2,000 per year—or 
less. Most of those are on the less 
side, Their net ranges from 
around $300 to $1,000 per year. It 
is estimated that these farms will 
supply an average of one person 
each to the labor market in the 
1960's. They will drift in day by 
day. With few exceptions, they 
will go to the bottom of the labor 
heap because they lack education 
and skills. At least two-thirds 
of these hopeless farms are in the 
Southeast. 


This is a process that has been 
going on for a good many years. 
The small farms are less and less 
able to provide a living. There is 
nothing on them, save family at- 
tachment, to hold the young men 
and women. They leave. The 
inexorable pressure of economic 
reality forces them off. 


Technology 

The impact of technology on ail 
agriculture has been particularly 
serious. The statistics show that 
over 1,600,000 workers — 20 per 
cent of the total—have left the 
farms since 1950. Despite this 
substantial decrease in labor, 
farm output has increased 28 per 
cent. 


This trend will continue through 
the 1960's. Life on the small 
Virginia farms where convicts 
will pick corn and pull fodder will 
become more and more pinched. 
They are too small for mechani- 
zation. Their cash income is so 
meager as to make hiring help 
impossible. But the state of Vir- 
ginia can’t forever pick their corn 
crop with convicts. 

Agriculture will always be im- 
portant. But it is to be more 
and more a partnership with tech- 
nology. Its plants and products 
will change.

SOVIETS BLAST ACTION 


The broadcast to Soviet home 
listeners said the Americans were 
“playing dangerously with fire’’ 
instead of taking constructive 
steps to settle the situation in West 
Berlin. 


The Soviet Union, which had 
called the troop movement a 
‘“‘provocation,’’ made no move to 
halt the 250-truck convoy, although 
a twin-engine jet reconnaissance 
plane flew overhead and East 
German uniformed and plain- 
clothes police peeped out from 
bushes and trees as it passed. 


The thousands of West Berliners 
had gathered at entrance of the 
city hours in advance to greet the 
troops sent here as a symbol of 
American determination to defend 
the city against Communist ag- 
gression. 

GREETED BY JOHNSON 

The troops were greeted per- 
sonally by Vice President Lyndon 
B. Johnson who called them 
“timely and welcome reinforce- 
ments for the cause of freedom 
and the cause of peace.” The 
crowds cheered Johnson—but the

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WASHINGTON (# — Sen. Her- 
man E, Talmadge, D-Ga., Sun- 
day, described the Civil Rights 
Commission as ‘‘a paper-shuffling 
agency of waste and harass- 
ment.”’ 


In a prepared text Talmadge 
said he would deliver in the Sen- 
ate, the junior senator from Geor- 
gia predicted that if Congress ex- 
tends the life of the commission 
for another two years it would be 
continued indefinitely. 


REFUSAL OF POWER 
Talmadge said it was fortunate 

for the American people that Con- 

gress refused to grant the com- 


mission all of the power it sought. 


“I submit,’ Talmadge said, 
“that if the American people 
could be made aware of the seeds 
of tyranny which are sown in 
this commission they would rise 
up in righteous indignation and 
demand as one that this Congress 
not only not extend its life, but, 
rather, abolish it forthwith.” 


Talmadge said the commission 
“has proved itself to be surplus 
property unneeded by either the 
federal government or the Amer- 


ican people.” 


“Even if the commission is al- 
lowed to expire on Nov. 9 as re- 
quired by the present law it will 
have cost the American taxpayers 
$2,947,000 by the time it closes its 
doors,”” Talmadge said.

U.S. TROOPS ARRIVE IN WEST BERLIN TO BOLSTER DEFENSES OF DIVIDED CITY. 
Vice President Johnson, With Crowd of Berliners, Greeted Gls on Arrival in American Sector 


Divided Berlin 
Is Worlds Apart 


By EDWARD J. SHIELDS 

BERLIN (UPI) — While Vice President Lyndon 

B. Johnson drove through cheering, happy crowds to the 
west side of the Communist barrier splitting Berlin, 
the east side presented a grim picture. 


Nobody was allowed to ap- 
proach the east side of the barbed- 
wire-topped barrier unless he 
had a uniform and gun or carried 
a trowel and mortar to build the 
wall even higher. 


NO NEED FOR ALERT 


It was obvious the Communists 
were not making any special 
preparations for border troubles 
during Johnson's tour. They did 
not need to. 


A reporter drove through Com- 
munist East Berlin. This is how 
it looked from the side the vice 
president didn’t visit. 


At the Brandenburg Gate on 
the 12-lane ‘‘east-west axis’ of 
pre-war Berlin, dozens of green- 
clad ‘“‘Peoples’ Police” (Vopos) 
stand guard behind roll after roll 
of barbed wire. West Berlin po- 
lice watch them through bin- 
oculars. 


Armored cars and water can- 
non, trucks and field kitchens are 
parked close by the gate where 
traffic ended last Monday. 


Two hundred yards east of the 
gate East Berliners were being 
turned away by the brown uni- 
formed factory militia and Vopos. 
Another 200 yeards east, down 
the famous Unter Den Linden, a 
group of Communist teen-agers— 
drilled in the center of the street 
before their headquarters. They 
strutted to marches from a bugle 
and drum corps. 


The “Free German Youth” had 
been ordered by their leaders to 
volunteer for army duty and mi- 
litia services a few days ago. At 
a few places on the barrier they 
had already relieved the factory 
militia whose presence on border 
duty was not doing East Ger- 
many’s shaky economy any good. 


A few bloeks away truckloads 
of black-garbed transport police 
roared up to the Friedrichstrasse 
station, the only place now where 
the east and west elevated lines 
meet. 


Little more than a grenade-toss 
away, 10 East German-manned 


Soviet T34 tanks with their en- 
gines rumbling gently were ready 
for action, neatly lined up by a 
flower-bordered park.

The Commerce department said 
Sunday the personal income total 
advanced by 5 per cent in 1960, 
moving to $400 billion from $380.7 
billion the year before. 


After allowing for population 
growth, per-person income _in- 
creased by $63 to $2,223—just 
about enough to cover a 1.5 per 
cent rise in consumer prices. 


More than half the states—28— 
came within one percentage point 
of the 5 per cent national in- 
crease in personal incomes. Gains 
were largest in South Dakota, 
23 per cent; North Dakota and 
Alaska, 13 per cent each; Hawaii, 
12 per cent, and Arizona, 11.per 
cent. Incomes in California were 
up 6 per cent. 


Per-person average incomes 
were highest in Delaware, $3,013; 
the District of Columbia, $3,008: 
Connecticut, $2,863; Nevada, 
$2,884: New York, $2,789; Alaska, 
$2,735; California, $2,741; New 
Jersey, $2,665; Illinois, $2,613, 
and Massachusetts, $2,519. 


The lowest per-person incomes 
were in Mississippi $1,173; Arkan- 
sas, $1,341; South Carolina, $1,- 
397; Alabama, $1,462; Kentucky,

Vanishing in State 


: Georgia’s changing economy with the 
Gecline of so many of its counties is a 
act of the times. The series of articles 

The Constitution's Reg Murphy and 
Jim Montgomery, resulting from statis- 
tical proof and obvious conditions, have 
been an attempt—a successful one—to 
get at the causes. 


That there would be some resent- 
ment to the articles was expected. But to 
ignore what is going on in the state will 
ot make it go away. Only if we know the 
ds and the causes for them can any 
constructive remedies be applied. 


» Sooner or later—probably sooner— 
the state and its counties must realize 
that one of the basic illnesses is the mul- 
plicity of counties themselves. These 159 
bdivisions on which the unit system is 
based cannot support 159 county govern- 
ments. This political system stifles local 
enterprise, area development and is an 
increasing burden upon the state. 


At present we have not even faced 
the rudimentary problem of consolidat- 
ing services across state lines in such 
fields as school consolidations and school 
transportation. 


This is, in truth, Georgia’s problem. 
But the state’s political leadership for 
half.a century has looked backward. As 
one observer put it to us the other day, 
“If their occupations matched their po- 
litical and social philosophy, some of 
our political leaders would be tilling the 
soil with oxen and a wooden plow.” 


The move toward tax equalization is 
the most encouraging sign in years. But 
for many counties it is too late. Their 
young leadership has vanished, driven to 
the cities in search of opportunity which 
conservatism and insistence on the status 
quo have denied them at home. Those 
who are left are too concerned with their 
immediate problems to plan for the fu- 
ture, 


This series attempted to show that 
Georgia’s political system is not solving 
our, basic economic and governmental 
problems but is making them worse. 
What has been sold to rural counties as 
their “salvation” is destroying the coun- 
ties and is speeding the demise of the 
system itself.

Charge $46 Billion 
To Nikita Khrushchev 


The President has signed the highest 
peacetime defense budget of all time, in- 
cluding a national shelter program, in re- 
sponse to the greatest threat to our 
national existence in history. It will cost 
the American taxpayers $46,662,550,000.

Khrushchev’s dangerous. tendencies 
these days, his bombastic confidence and 
threats of destruction of the West stem 
in part from an obvious belief that the 
balance of power scales have tipped in 
his behalf. This could lead to reckless 
adventures that would bring the world 
to the war which Khrushchev says he 
does not want. Threats of massive retali- 
ation against resistance to his aggressions 
are the latest example. 
These heavy defense outlays are in- 
surance against war. It may not be 
avoided in any case but Khrushchev’s ac- 
tions prove that weakness invites it.

As debate continues in Congress on 
President Kennedy’s foreign aid pro- 
posals, they continue to gain support from 
unexpected sources. AFL-CIO, for in- 
stance, gives it a resounding endorsement 
in the August issue of its Industrial Union 
Department Bulletin. Without it, says the 
editorial, the free American labor move- 
ment will be endangered. It adds: 


“President Kennedy’s proposals to 
consolidate foreign economic aid within 
a single agency, and to increase its extent 
should be welcomed by all who seek a 
free society in a world of freedom. Only 
by the improvement of living standards 
and through opportunity for fuller lives 
will there be stability and progress in 
the new nations. The aid given those na- 
tions is not charity. It is an investment 
in the future of mankind.” 


It concludes with this significant state- 
ment: “Labor’s concern for the foreign 
aid program is in the interest of every 
union member... . Foreign aid today is 
essential to freedom and individual rights 
at home as well as abroad.”

There is, by the way, excellent 
authority for saying that one of 
those holding the liveliest of sym- 
pathy for Kennedy is Dwight 
Eisenhower. Gen. Eisenhower, in 
every crisis in his own time, had 
the same difficulty. 

Chancellor Konrad Adenauer of 
West Germany is being bedeviled 
by the man who seeks his job 
in the German elections of Sept. 
17, Mayor Willy Brandt of West 
Berlin. 

On top of all this, some people 
in this country and in West Ber- 
lin are howling for the Allies to 
“do something’’ about Russia’s 
closing of the border between 
East and West Berlin. Most of 
these people don’t know which 
“something” it is that they want 
to be done. They would bear no 
kind of responsibility if “‘some- 
thing’’ really were done. 

And, finally, any ‘‘something” 
that could be done would likely 
only bring a kind of civil war in 
Germany. This would benefit no- 
body but the Soviet Union; and 
would kill many Berliners—in- 
cluding those now clamoring for 
“something to be done.” 

What many will not grasp is 
that the closing of the border be- 
tween the two Berlins is no kind 
of Soviet “victory” and that the 
incident is all but irrelevant to 
the true contest. The true contest 
is only now opening; and it is not 


with Nikita Khrushchev. 


over the city border. It is over 
two vital points, and two only: 
continued Allied right to keep 
troops in Berlin; continued Al- 
lied right to free access to Ber- 
lin. 

An American’ undersecretary 
of state, Chester Bowles, under- 
cuts his own administration’s 
basic—and profoundly right—case 
by suggesting that few in the neu- 
tralist countries are ‘“‘impressed’’ 
by the West’s “‘legal rights’’ to re- 
main in Berlin. 

Mayor Brandt, for his part, is 
shamelessly using a world crisis 
to promote his campaign to un- 
seat Chancellor Adenauer. It is 
easy for demagogues to whip up 
excited crowds, as Brandt is do- 
ing to pour scorn on the West for 
“inaction.”’ The old chancellor 
is bravely resisting public clamor, 
faithful to his responsibility. He 
is actively defending proper West- 
ern caution, while Brandt, from 
a mere mayor's post, tries to 
take over the foreign policy not 
only of his own country but of all 
the West by addressing personal 
notes to the President of the 
United States. 

How many divisions would 
Brandt or Bowles—or some of our 
most vocal Democratic senators— 
be able to put in the field if their 
own private and often contradic- 
tory foreign policies should pre- 
vail?

The United States District Court 
sitting in Atlanta has entered an 
order which ends segregation of 
the races in the Atlanta public 
schools. It will become effective 
upon the reopening of the schools 
in September. The questions de- 
cided in the case have been before 
the courts for a long number of 
years and have been determined 
by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, in litigation, in 
which all parties at interest were 
heard. 

The District Court has no choice 
in the matter. The judge adopted 
the only course open to him in 
conformity with his oath of of- 
fice and in conformity with con- 
trolling law. 

It is no longér a matter of 
reference or choice. The judg- 
ment is conclusive and binding. 
It is the fundamental law under 
our Constitution and under our 
American system. 

e remind every citizen of the 
fundamental fact that our very 
lives, our liberty, our rights to 
our homes and other property are 
dependent upon our system of 
law. Obedience to the decisions of 
our courts, which protect these 
rights, is the heart of our system. 


This is true whether an individ-’ 


ual agrees with the court or not. 
There would be chaos and an- 
archy if each citizen were free to 
choose which decisions of the 
courts he would obey. 

Civilization cannot .exist with- 
out order, and order cannot be 
maintained without law. Atlanta, 
as a great and civilized city, is 
dependent on the determination of 
its people to avoid the hatred, 
bitterness, and destruction that 
accompany lawlessness, and the 
fear and insecurity generated by 
disrespect for law. 

We recognize the special re- 
sponsibility of lawyers to en- 
courage respect for law and for 
our courts. The Atlanta Bar As- 
sociation, therefore, calls upon 
all persons in this community to 
conduct themselves as good citi- 
zens, to obey the order of the 
District Court, and to give sincere 
help to our school officials as 
they endeavor to perform their 
difficult duty under it.

Washington, D.C. — Whether to 
resume nuclear weapons testing is 
a major question in Washington 
clamoring for an answer. Russia's 
loss of interest in the Geneva test 
ban talks, coupled with the sus- 
picion in some quarters that she 
is now testing, has increased the 
pressure for U.S. resumption of 
tests. 

The administration will do well 
to canvass thoroughly the possible 
consequences of ending the mora- 
torium on testing. World opinion 
figured largely in initiating the 
moratorium in October, 1958. If 
the United States now takes the 
lead in ending it, it risks bringing 
upon itself the condemnation of 
the world.

Sitting on a sack of feed in the 
99-degree shade of his general 
merchandise store here, former 
county commissioner D. B. Dan- 
iels fielded the question with no 
hesitation.

He paused only a moment, then 
continued, ‘‘what we need is some 
industry that will employ 200 or 
300 people.

There's some farming—tobac- 
co, cattle, corn — but more than 
three-fourths of the county is in 
pine trees. 


But even the number pf..tur- 
pentine workers has been drop- 
ping as a result of big paper 
companies such as St. Regis leas- 
ing more and more land in re- 
cent years for pulpwood. 


The population has been drop- 
ping, too — and fast. 


The past 10 years saw Echols’ 
population drop 24.7 per cent, 
from 2,494 in 1950 to 1,874 last 
year. 


That’s more than 500 below the 
next smallest county. 


Daniels thinks the drop would 
have been much sharper if neigh- 
boring Lowndes County ‘the Val- 
dosta area) had not been so suc- 
cessful in attracting industry. 


Many who still live in Echols 
commute to jobs in Lowndes and 


_ Per capita income in Echols 
is barely 40 per cent of the na- 
tional average, and only slightly 
over half of the average for the 
entire state.

And Herndon’s son Bobby, al- 
though only an eighth grader this 
year, already has set his sights 
on becoming an electrical engi- 
neer, a vocation which presumably 
would assure his departure for 
the city by the end of this decade.

A Cotton Sateen Cobbler Apron 


Is Perfect Gift for a Seamstress 


By PATRICIA SCOTT 


Would you like to give a spe- 
cial gift to someone who sews? 


Make her a cobbler apron of 
cotton sateen either in a bright 
color or in black. Decorate the 
pockets with felt cut-outs of 
various sewing aids and attach 
them to the apron with a cross 
stitch. Pin or sew on a small 
heart-shaped pin cushion for a 
final decorative and handy 
touch. 


You'll need: 1% yards cotton 
sateen; felt scraps in different 
colors; cotton embroidery 
thread; strip of velvet ribbon to 
match sateen, 16 inches long 
and 2 inches wide; one small 
ready-made heart-shaped pin 
cushion with string or tab at- 
tached. 


To Make: 1. Cut apron follow- 
ing diagram. Apron section is 
36”’ x 18”; pocket section is 
36” x 9”; two ties each 28” x 
4”; one waistband 16” x 4’; 
mark pocket section into four 
equally-spaced sections for in- 
dividual pockets. 


2. Make a narrow hem on top 
edge of pocket section. Cut out 
four felt motifs such as scis- 
sors, spool of thread, thimble 
and tape measure, as shown 
in sketch. To give motifs an 
authentic look, fill in details 
such as marks on tape meas- 
ure, by using a pen and India 
ink. Baste each motif to the 
marked off pockets and apply 
with a cross stitch using em- 
broidery thread. 


3. Seam lower raw edge of 
pocket to lower edge of apron, 
right sides together. Press and 
turn to right side. 


4. Make a narrow hem on 
apron and pocket sides together. 
Hem two long edges and one 
short edge of each tie. 


5. Using guide marks, stitch 
each pocket division to apron, 
reinforcing your stitches at the 
top edge of each pocket. 


6. Press all four waistband 
edges under % inch. Fold waist- 
band in half lengthwise. Shirr 
upper edge of apron until it 
fits waistband. If you wish to 
sew the pin cushion on, pin tab 
or string to shirred edge on 
right or left side of apron, de- 
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pending on which is most con- 
venient for you. Slip waistband 
over shirred edge and baste, 
catching pin cushion tab se- 
curely. 


7. Take a deep pleat at the 
raw edge of each tie so that 
it fits waistband. Slip ties into 
open ends of waistband and 
baste securely. 


8. Top stitch waistband to 
apron and ties to waistband. 
Turn two ends of velvet ribbon 
under % inch and press. Baste 
ribbon over waistband and top 
stitch around four sides. If 
you did not sew pin cushion to 
apron, tack or pin to waist edge 
with small gold safety pin.

It will be just like going home 
again for Mrs. Elizabeth B. 
Snead when she returns to Ma- 
laya as a missionary at the end 
of this month. 


And young Betsy and John 
Snead, who left Matéya while 
still babies, are eager to see 
their birthplace again—a place 
they know of mainly from the 


many things they have heard 
about it in their respective 11 
and 10 years. 


In 1953 the Snead family was 
preparing to leave Malaya to 
come to the United States on 
furlough. Paul Snead was on 
his way by jet to India to pick
